ELDOM do we come upon

a ” well describes the genius of 
the zen ys—or shall we call 

ted, together with 

icate light of Irish 
sunshine af The essayist, in his 
title-essay, a that ‘‘life still holds 
adventure for the man who has a choice 
of roads to his busintss in the morn- 
ing”; and he describes a walk in the 
days of youth through half-decayed Dublin 
streets by spring sunlight, where a glimpr 
of beauty excited the mind like a revela- 
tion, and a friendship with a canary was 
eharged with large emotion. ow the 
quiet mind, moving through commonplace 
surroundings, may find wonder, merri- 
ment, tragedy, here is revealed by a pen 
like Elie’s in kindliness, if not in 
mgnnerism, Seumas O'Sullivan dwells on 
the commonplace; yet, as we follow his 
meditation, we find that there is nothing 
commoh—nothing in which strange visions 
may not lurk. 

In his é#say “Beyond the Poplars” 
hé writes a letter to a dead friend, 
we read a finer 

ieée of wistful humour. His friend, we 
gather, was a Dubliner, whose advéntures 

ere disputes with conductors of 3 
cars touching the pronunciation of Eccles 
and the discovery of the thin beauty of 
4 seagull ón a slate-grey Dublin sky; and 
the letter-writer observes, what sensitive 
spirits often have thought, that the future 
life must bé built up of “ little unremem- 
bered acts, fleeting and visionary 
things.’” The essay, ‘“‘ The Bookman,’ 
describes one of those droll, pathetic souls 
that we all have met, who cherish the 
belief that in their possession are 

recious old books and rare editions. 

he essayist etches that typical old 
haunter of the quays with loving delicacy, 
and we end the essay, stabbed by the 
understanding of how much of the tragic 
vanity of earthly. things may gather 
about a simple spirit, so that, in the 
ghabby browser at the bookstall, may be 
seen another Atrides. 

‘The Policénian’’ is a grotesque piece 
of writing—a tale, or essay, that 
speculates upon the inner mind of “ the 
tall policeman at the crossing,’’ who 
than under the blazing sun of a tankard 

lied with heavenly porter. ‘‘ The Con- 
doler’’ is a sombre drawing of the day 
after the funeral, when the inane callers 
“to condole’’ multiply the misery of 
bereavement. Very delightful are the 
poems that are sprinkled between the prose 
pieces; they are in Seumas O’Sullivan’s 
accustomed vein, and written with that 
consummate craftsmanship which dis- 
tinguishes his verse. We shall steal one 
charming example: 

The Lamplighter. 
Here to the leisured side of life 
Remote from traffic, free from strife, 
A cul-de-sac, a sanctuary 
Where old quaint customs creep to die 
And only ancient memories stir, 
At g... comes the lamplighter ; 
With measured steps, without a sound, 
He reads the unalterable round, 
Soundlessly touching one by one 
The waiting posts that stand fo take 
The faint blue bubbles in his wake; 
And when the night begins to wane 
He comes to take them back again

This book improves on second and third

MEMOIRS OF AN OLD 
BOHEMIAN.

I; 4222 FITZROY GARDNER’S 
second book of recollections makes 
one marvel at the number and variety of 
experiences a man can go through, even 
during a period of over sixty years. He 
has been either an onlooker or an active 
participator in events that took place in 
many widely differing spheres of life—the 
drama, law, medicine the Press—and, in 
1914, by, as he puts it, “‘lying largely ”’ 
about his age, he managed to get into the 
Army at sixty. i 
There is a special interest in all bio- 
graphies attached to the glimpses we get 
of the beginnings of those who aíterwards 
rise to giddy heights of fame or infamy, 
er sometimes both in turn. Countless 
notable people figure in these pages at an 
age when the world was as yet unfamiliar 
with their names. The writer's memories 
of West End playhouses include at least 
half a dozen which have long disap- 
ared ; He recalls strenuous days as Mrs. 
Langtry’s manager in the Imperial; he 
was also closely associated with the open- 
ing of Her Majesty’s—an equally eminent 
and far more profitable place of entertain- 
ment from a financial point of view. He 
lis anecdotes of Earl Balfour—in the 
early ‘eighties when he was Irish Secre- 
tary, and caused the Irish Detective Divi- 
sion more anxiety by his efforts to dodge 
their care than did the machinations of 
the people from whom they were trying to 
rotect him. On another occasion, in the 
oyse of Commons. when Balfour was 
Chief Secretary, as the moment was ap- 
proaching when he was expected to stand 
up and handle what threatened to be a 
very critical situation for his side. he was 


discovered just in time by an anxious. 


search party lying on a sofa in his private 
room absorbed in a French novel. 

Major Gardner’s.duties during the war 
in connection with the military police 
might well have reduced a man of half his 
years to a wreck, but he writes of them in 
the same light-hearted manner as when 
retailing the history of his early manhood 
and youth, and adds that, in spite of his 
white hairs, he never tired of the job. 
Berlin, in the writer’s first recollections of 
it in the days of the grandfather of the 
last of the Kaisers, he found one of the 
dullest cities in Europe, with hardly any 
inducements to gaiety. Four years ago he 
visited it again, and found it for luxury 
and entertainment—both of a respectable 
character and otherwise—almost the equal 
of Paris at its best, or Vienna before the 
war. 

The last page of the book records how 
he had been afforded yet another chance 
of stirring experiences in connection with 
the géneral strike as a special constable. 
In spite of his credentials he was not con- 
sidered worthy of any more responsible 
position, but found himself in good com- 
pany, and took orders cheerfully from 
youths and well-meaning elderly gentlemen 
alike unfitted for real police work.

Mr. Toynbee and Mr. Kirkwood, both 
of whom have an intimate knowledge of 
the new Turkey, explain very. lucidly how 
this remarkable transformation has come 
about. The losses of the outlyin 

rovinces of the Ottoman Empire ha 

n, on thé whole, a net gain, but the 
landing of Greek forces at Smyrna, in 
1919, struck a blow at the Turkish home- 
lands and ‘‘thréatened to deprive the 
nation of territories vital to its existence 
before a Turkish national consciousness 
had come to light. The instantanéous 
effect was to arouse that consciousness.” 
The repulse of the Greeks, who had acted 
with the full support of the Allied Powers, 
was an évent of great historical import- 
ance ;— 

“The Turkish victory on the banks of 
the Sakaria radically changed the poli- 
tical complexion of the Near and Middle 
East. For two-hundred years the West 
had been breaking down the old Ottoman 
Empire, but on the Sakaria River it en- 
countered the Turk himself, and, when it 
touched, the tide of history turned. 
History will one day find in this obscure 
engagement on the Sakaria one of the 
decisive battles of our era.” 

It is very doubtful if all this could 
have happened without Mustaphé Kemé! 
Pasha, whose “defiance of the victorious 
Allied Powers was an act of heroic faith 
and courage,’’ who 

“Called a national convention at 
Angora which recognised him as head of 
the State and Commander-in-Chief of the 
National Forces; fought. successfully 
against his foreign enemies; and reigned 
like a benevolent déspot over a down- 
trodden people. Mustaph4 Kemál Pasha 
carried through the revolution ; ruled ‘as a 
dictator supported by an elected Parlia- 
ment; carried into his interregnum of 
administration a reforming zeal seldom 
shown in such speetacular fashion; and 
made a unique place for himself as the 
great iconoclast of the Islamic tradition 
and the builder of a new Western State of 
an Oriental pedple.”’

Mr. Toynbee and Mr. Kirkwood are in- 
clined to think, like many friends of 
Turkey, that Kemál has been forcing the 
pace. too much. ‘‘A nation does not 
change its whole mode of thought and 
cast off the traditions of centuries merely 
through calling old things by new names.”’ 
In spite of the Constitution of 1924 (which 
is given, as an appendix, in full), Turkey 
is really governed, with a masterly hand, 
by a despotic oligarchy. It has been said 
that “ President Kemal Pasha is a solid 
fact, but the Republic of Turkey may 
yet prove to be a somewhat shadowy 
facade.”’ 

A very full account is given of com- 
merce, industry and agriculture in the 
new Turkey; and of social changes—espe- 
cially of the emancipation of women. The 
economic position is similar to that of 
Canada and Australia—a country. possess- 
ing Nch natural resources, but compara- 
tively\undeveloped, and especially needing 
more / population. It is noted that 
Anggra, which was selected for its 
«strategic position, is quite unsuitable for 
a modern capital city. Progress up to the 
present has been extremely rapid, but 
we are warned that, “ notwithstanding 
the reforms in the cities and among the 
upper classes, modernisation in Turkey 
will be slow, because Turkish teachers 
doctors and specialists are scarce and 
foreign specialists are not encouraged ; 
while the majority of the population of 
the interior can neither read or writé, and 
have little or no communication with the 
outside world. Life in inner Anatolia is 
still primitive and unchanged, and the 
permeation of the new ideas to those 
sections may possibly have to wait until the 
extension of railways brings with it the 
seeds of a new civilisation. J.

HE profession of explorer has never 
been ohe of the overcrowded occupa- 
tions, but few explorers can have been 
more severely tried than Peary. Danger, 
loneliness and cold—-these were all in the 
day’s work ; but the lack of funds, the dis- 
couragement of his superiors in the U.S. 
Navy, the indifference of the public and 
the scepticism which met his discovery of the 
Pole, were not endured so patiently, When 
Peary reached New York in the autumn 
of 1909 the imposter, Dr. Cook, was 
lecturing on his own alleged journey, and 
the interest of the American public was 
excited mainly by the ‘“rivalry’’ of the 
two men. The question was widely asked, 
‘What did the fellows who put up the 
money get out of it”? Peary did not 
make a good here. He lectured to raise 
funds, but he hated lecturing. Grim and 
dogmatic, without amusing stories, even 
his veracity was against him. There can 
be no reasonable doubt, however, as to the 
validity of his claim. When he left his 
main party 140 miles from the Pole he was 
excellently supplied with dogs, drivers and 
provisions, and all the conditions were 
favourable. 

What did Peary ‘‘ get out of it?’’ Not 
very much personally, perhaps, but the 
notes of his famous trip to the north of 
Greenland may help the less adventurous. 
to understand the fascination of exploring 
the Arctic :— 

“ We could plainly see the green rivers 
and lakes along the margin of the ice, 
and the murmur of cataracts came softly 
to our ears. . We. stood upon the 
north-east coast of Greenland, and, look- 
ing far off over the surface of a mighty 
pict on our right, and through the 

road mouth of the bay, we saw stretching 
away to the horizon the great ice-fields of 
the Arctic Ocean. '' 

How seldom in future will man be able 
to surprise the secrets of our dwindling 
planet or fee] again the thrill of the 
ancient navigators ! 

“We were the first 
Phat ever burst 
Into that silent sea.” 

Commander Fitzhugh Green’s enthu- 
siasm for his hero communicates jteelf to 
the reader, although he is a little too fond 
of working the narrative up towards a 
climax in this style: ‘‘ The future that 
had beckoned was coming true.

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THE CIRCUIT OF IRELAND. 

A THREE WEEKS’ HOLIDAY TOUR. 

While there is plenty of beautiful scenery 
in the centre of Ireland, the finest touring 
districts are undoubtedly those which lie 
along, and parallel to, the coast. A com- 
plete circuit of the island, following the 
mountain ranges which mostly lie near the 
sea, and taking advantage of the roads which 
closely follow the .coast-line, makes a tour 
which is a long, splendid series of lovely 
drives. . 

Such a tour we outline here, so arranged 
that it can be carried out wiihin a motoring 
holiday of twenty-one days. Of course, 
three weeks is not long enough to enable 
one to do more than catch a hurried glimpse 
of the country, nor will it allow one much 
lelgure to step aside from the scheduled route 
to explore this, that or the other fine corner 
of mountain and seascape. But we think 
that, within the narrow limit of three weeks, 
the route here sketched will give the tourist 
so satisfying a glimpse of a well-favoured 
land that he will scarcely admit to a dull 
mile, and will assuredly return some day to 
explore at his leisure the nooks and crannies 
of a beautiful countryside. 

For convenience we have divided the tour 
into three sections. For the initial stages we 
follow the routes outlined in our issues of 
August 6th and August 13th, with some 
slight variations. Convenient stopping places 
with satisfactory hotels are printed in

Then, 
following the River Suir as far as Ardfinnan, 
we cross the splendid ‘‘Gap’’ over the 
Knockmealdown range to Lismore. Cork 
Harbour, with its beautiful intricacies, is 
skirted. If time permits, the tourist should 


visit Queenstown and Crosshaven. Through 
the Pass of Keimaneigh we run to Glen- 
gariffe. Then follow thé splendid coast roads 
round the Bere peninsula, the Kenmare 
peninsula and the Dingle peninsula, with a 
glimpse at Killarney en route, winding up 
this section of the trip by a run along the 
Lower Shannon to Limerick.

NOTES FOR ANGLERS. 
(From Our ANGLING CORRESPONDENT. ) 

The greater part of the trip outlined to-day 
has been touched ‘on in previous notes, but a 
suggestion or two on the middle portion of the 
trip—-Limerick to Donegal-—may prove of use. 
mg oA speaking, this brings in the Counties 
of Clare and Galway, the latter well known 
from the angling standpoint, but the.former 
practically an ‘““undiscovered country,” 

Just over twenty miles from Limerick we 
run into Ennis, the centre for the Corofin 
chain of lakes. Rather more than years 
back a chance word gave me an inkling of the 
possibilities of these waters, and a week's 
stay in the tiny village of Corofin proved 
that it was no traveller’s tale that I had 
heard. Of a long chain of lakes, Lough Inchi- 
‘quinn is the most accessible, and moreover, 
boats and boatmen are available. The waters 
higher up are not so easy of access and boats 
are a difficulty. Here a car comes in well, 
and with something in the mature of a 
Berthon boat wonderful possibilities open up. 

My first trip took place in a hot, dry 
August, but the coming rise was very fair. 
Tiout ran to something over 2lb., with an 
average Of about Ilb., a very level lot of fish, 
shapely, and’ of tremendous fighting power. 
4 subsequent visit in the month of April 
confirmed all my original impressions, but 
change of residence prevented a return visit. 
At the time I heard of an interesting experi- 
ment which had just been started, namely, 
the introduction of the Mayfly. Undertaken 
hy one of the best fishermen it has been my 
Jot to meet, the initial difficulties were suc- 
cessfully surmounted and the outlook was 
promising. If this note should chance to 
meet the eye of any reader with present day 
knowledge of how the plan turned out I shall 
be very glad to hear from him. 

From Ennis it is no distance to Kilkee, 
from which the coast road north opens 

the whole Atlantic seaboard, and 
again the possibilities of the sea- 
fishing has never been fully tested. It 
is a wild, inhospitable coast, with harbours 
few and iar between, but the native curragh 

(canoe) is a wonderful seaboat under expert 
handling, and for inshore work can scarcely 
be surpassed. Some distance north from 
Kilkee, at Spanish Point, I can recall many 
a pleasant summer, when pollack, mackerel, 
a couple of long lines, and lobster pots yielded 
many a good boat-load. This district also 

ossesses numerous smal] streams, all of which 

old an occasional salmon and sea trout and 
apy number of brown trout, generally small, 
four or five to the pound. 

Lahinch and Lisconnor Bay provide very 
similar sport, and the estuary of the Inagh 
river might give wonderful sport with bass if 
fished systematically. 

Galway and the famous Cotrib fishery is 
too well known to require any detailed com- 
ment, but if readers require full particulars a 
letter to the Fishery Office, Galway, will re- 
ceive immediate attention. At this time of 
the year sea trout often yield very good sport. 

Fifteen miles away we come to Oughterard, 
the centre for Lough Corrib.

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PERILS OF THE -ROAD. 


INQUEST ON DUBLIN CYCLIST. |. 


A verdict -of- “accidental death’’. was 
returned at the resumed inquest at the Mater 
Hospital, Dublin, yesterday on Edward Corr 
(22), blacksmith, of 22 Shaw’s cottages, Broad- 
stone, who was knocked down by a motor 
omnibus on the Howth road while cycling 
last Sunday. 

Superintendent Hughes, Civic Guard, 
Howth, said that unless some drastic measures 
were taken soon in regard to the effective 
¢ontrol of vehicular traffic in this country 
there was a sorry time ahead for most people. 

Mr. Francis McDonald, Eden terrace, Drum- 
condra, said that at about 8.20 p.m. last 
Sunday he was cycling with the deceased man 
and others from Baldoyle to Dublin. After 
turning into the main road he heard a motor 
"bus behind, saw it pass him out and stop. 
He then saw Edward Corr lying on the road. 
He estimated that the ‘bus was going at 
thirty-five miles per hour. The “bus pulled up 
about twenty yards from where the body lay. 

Matthew Brennan, 24 St. Teresa’s road, 
Glasnevin, Dublin, said that when turning 
into the main road a ‘bus passed going in the 
direction of Dublin. Coming on to the main 
road witness saw the deceased man look around 
as the ‘bus was pkssing him. In turning 
around he gave his front wheel a half-turn to 
the right, so that the left front wheel of the 
He was thrown underneath 
the 'bus. He heard no horn sounded. Corr 
was travelling well on his own side of the 
road. 


“STUMBLED OFF THE BICYCLE.” 

Miss Brennan, Tally House, Sutton, said 
that when the accident happened the deceased 
man was over on the right-hand side of the 
road. She thought that the "bus was going at 
e fast speed: 

Noel O’Mahony, Dublin road. Sutton. stated 
that when the ’bus was approaching the Bal- 
doyle road the driver sounded the horn. Wit- 
ness then saw two cyclists turn out of the 
Baldoy'e road into the main road and cross 
over to the left side. The motor "bus driver 
again sounded his horn and swerved over to 
the right-hand side of’the road as if to avoid 
them. Then one of the cyclists cut across the 
road to the right, but saw the "bus on that 
side also, and apparently tried to stop. In 
doing so, however, he stumbled off the bicycle 
under the left-hand front wheel of the ‘bus. 
The ‘bus stopped about twenty yards from 
where the man was lying on the footpath on 
the right side of the road. Witness did not 
think that the “bus was travelling at an 
excessive speed. 

Miss Margaret. Aherne, 68 Orwell Park, 
Rathgar, stated that she was travelling in the 
‘bus and heard the horn sounded a number of 
times just before the accident. 

Che jury deliberated for over an hour before 
returning their verdict. 

They added riders exonerating the driver 
from all blame, as they considered that the 
accident was unavoidable. and expressing 
evmpathy with the next-of-kin.

“CUT” IN CARLOW. 


Carlow County Council yesterday had 
before it, on the one hand, a report of an 
investigation committee recommending a 10 
per cent. reduction in the salaries of the 
secretary, the accountant | assistant, the 
county surveyor, the clerk to the county 
surveyor, veterinary inspectors, courtkeepers, 
school attendance officers and the sub-sheriff, 
and, on the other hand, an application from 
the secretary and the accountant for a reason- 
able addition. to their salaries for extra work 
in consequence of the abolition of the District 
Council and the transfer of their functions to 
the County Council. 

Mr. Broughan said that when the rate- 
payers had the money the existing salaries 
were fixed, and they were only trying to 
bring them down to a normal level. The 
farming industry was in a very depressed 
condition. 

Mr. Brennan said that the Council had no 
authority to interfere with the ‘salaries, and 
that. this “ false economy. stunt *’ was. started 
at the elections. The policy of reducing the 
salaries of tried and faithful officials was not; 
economy at all. 

‘The Secretary pointed out that his initial 
salary was £250 a year, and that in 26 years 
£450. He had 
received no bonuses like other officials. 

Mr. Doyle, accountant, said that he started 
at £100 a year, his salary rising to £450. 
The Chairman said that he had considered 
that they were perfectly entitled to insist on 
a reduction in the salaries. The capacity of 
the ratepayers to pay had gone down 200 per, 
cent. compared with 1919.

‘It is a good augury for the futúre,” said 
Mr. C. J. Kerin, “to have our Ministers 
coming amongst us, seeing our troubles and 
difficulties. for, although they may for the 
time be only little local troubles, yet, if they 
ave neglected, they. become very big and 
dangerous troubles in course of time.” 

Mr. Kerin went on.to say that if they 
were to preserve the. Connemara pony from 
extinction—a breed that had survived the 
neglect of man and overcome the difficulties 
of its natural surroundings—they must give 
some inducement to owners to preserve the 
stock. There were some gems of ‘ponies still 
in Connemara. They had eighty. or ninety te: 
gistered mares in the district, and he held 
that. there were no grander ponies in the 
world. 

At different shows.in Dublin and elsewhere 
people had asked him when they were going 
to produce polo ponies. Personally, he did 
not think that the present stock could ever be 
made fit for’pelo ponies, but they eould pro- 
ducé ponies that would themselves produce 
polo ponies. »,He suggested that they should 
subsidise five ponies at £5 a vear for three, 
vears, and that at the end of the third year, 
the Society could purchase the pony for £15.

THE ROAD WORKERS. 


T.D. DEFENDS THEM. 


Mr. T. J. Murphy; T-D., who introduced 
‘the subject, said that he was. more amazed 
than he could say on reading in the news- 
papers the very malicious attack made on the 
road workmen of the county by Mr. "Walsh, 
especially when it was remembered that not 
more than twelve months ago Mr. Walsh went 
out of his way io pay a tribute to ,the work- 
ingmen of the county, and to the manner in 
which they did their work. During a visit to 
the County Cork he stated that he had oppor- 
tunities of, seeing im.a, great many parts of 
the county the way that the road work was 
being carried on, and he paid a tribute to the 
direct labouy system in the county. 

Mr. Murpliy added that the views of those 
that he represented there were that the men 
on the roads should be paid for. their work, 
aud that they shotld do á fair day’s work 
for their wages, and he believed that that 
principle had been maintained by them, in 
spite of all these attacks. He did not know 
whether it. was *becauso"of the future election 
that Mr, Walsh had stated his views in re- 
yard to the road workmen in County Cork, and 
in- regard to the members of that Council, 
or whether it was that Mr. Tilson; who was 
onee a prominent mam in the City of Cork, 
was anxious to come into the limelight. again. 
But whatever the reason, he (Mr. fair). 
ón behalf bf the party that he was associated 
with, repudiated and denied absolutely Mr. 
Walsh’s statements and those of his associates. 
He thought that thé attitude taken up by 
Mr. Walsh was a particularly foolish one, and 
he did not think that it would serve the 
TN, sna that he had in view, or that it would 
influence public opinion in any way with re- 
gard to the coming election. He thought that 
it was entirely discreditable for a Minister of 
the Government to lend himself to the 
poisonous and fying propaganda of which he 
was the mouthpiece during the week, He 
suggested that the Council should absolutely 
repudiate and deny Mr. Walsh’s statement, 
and that they should be quite satisfied with 
the tribute paid to the Council and to its 
servants ie . to the men employed on the 
roads by Mr. Quigley, the chief engineer of 
the Roads Department. Mr. Walsh’s attack 
on that Council was unfounded, unfair and un- 


reasonable. : 
THE RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Lynch proposed the following resolu- 
tion, which was seconded by Mr. Brasier :— 

“That this Counci! vehemently denounces 
the virulent, malicious, and mischievously 
misleading attack by Mr. J. J. Walsh on the 
Council’s administration; that we characterise 
such attack as savouring more of the pre- 
election utterance of a political mountebank 
and charlatan, rather than a responsible state- 
ment from a highly-placed Government official, 
and we further point out to Mr. Walsh that 
his administration of the Postal Service, for 
which he receives £1,700 a. year, is not so 
éfficient as would place him in-a position to 
eriticise the public administration of any other 
public body, and least of all a County Council 
whose members give their services tu the 
public gratuitously. That we repudiate his 
lying inaccuracies, and call upon the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health to 
sav whether, in his opinion, the Council has 
not carried out its functions with creditable 
efficiency, both in its financial administration 
and its reconstruction of the roads, and being 
satisfied, he will inform the interfering Mimis- 
ter for Posts and Telegraphs that his lying, 
pernicious propaganda against the Cork 
County Council, for personal political motives, 
is neither creditable nor deserved.’’ 


POLITICS ALLEGED. 

Mr. Lynch said that, with Mr. Murphy, he 
would raise his voice in the protest made 
against the most unfair and discreditable 
attack launched upon the Council by the 
gentleman known as the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs. Those of them who had 
worked on the sub-committees of the Council 
knew that these statements were most un- 
founded and unfair. They were made for a 
very definite and political motive, Before they 
discussed the question intrinsically hey could 
not proceed without making some reference to 
a member of the Council who happened to be 
present as one of the deputation met. by Mr. 
Walsh in Crosshaven. This member used his 
position to comment’ on the administrative 
efficiency of this Council, and apparently -he 
did not consider it of a very high order: > He 
referred to Mr. Eamonn O'Neill. There was 
a proper place for criticising the efficiency. of 
the Council, and that was inside there on: the 
rostrum, - -Mr.. O’Neill. showed a lack ‘of 
esprit de corps to characterise his action. 
When this question was discussed there before 
they had it admitted by Mr. O'Neill that he 
was the gentleman who had inspired the seek- 
ing ef the appointment of a Roads Commis- 
sioner. As regarded the statement of Mr. 
Walsh himself, he had no hesitation in. saying 
that it was probably the most vulgar, ignorant 
and malicious attack ever levelled by a public 
man against a public body. Mr. Walsh had 
been criticised by some of his deputationists 
for his postal administration. 


THE MOTOR LORRY TRAFFIC. 

On the subject of trunk roads, @Mr. Lynch 
said that the Council were called upon to 
subsidise the ordinary macadam roads for 
people whe ran heavy lorries through the 
country, so that they might be able to defeat 
the railway opposition. The Council held that 
this matter was one for the Government, and 
it was questionable whether, in the existing 
state of the country, they could maintain two 
sets of tnansport.. Mr. Walsh said, that the 
trunk roads were maintained by moneys of 
the users of motors. In Cork County they 
had 1,000. miles of main roads, and last vear 
the amount they received. from motor taxation 
was £46,000. £36,000 was contributed under 
the county registration and about £17,000 
from the borough. This was pooled in Dublin, 
and they received back road grants, and the 
amount received last year was £46,000.

ACT. 
REPLY TO A RESOLUTION. 


Replies from Mr. J. Hennigaw and Mr. M. 
Roddy, Deputies for Sligo, to a resolution of 
the Leitrim County Board of Health favouring 
the application ‘in the Housing Act of provi- 
sion for funds for the renovation and building 
of houses by small farmers in the rural areas, 
were reád at the last meeting of the Board. 

Mr. Hennigan wrote stating that the 
amendment to the Housing Act had his entire 
approval, as houses in rural areas needed 
improvements more than urban dwellings, 

Mr. Roddy stated that he raised the ques- 
tion at some length in the discussion on the 
Local Government estimate this year, but it 
was really a question of where the money was 
to be found, and he certainly appreciated the 
difficulty of the Government in a maiter of 
the kind. 

‘‘In a discussion, however, on the estimate 
for the: Local’ Loans Fund,” Mr. Roddy 
added, “the Minister for. Finance held out a 
hope that it might be possible later on to 
advance ‘money out of this fund to local 
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authorities for housing purposes. 
class of small farmers, particularly in 
West, whose needs in this direction 
specially catered for in the past by the Con- 
gested Districts Board, and who are unable 
for obvious reasons to take advantage of any 
of the* existing Housing Acts. The Govern- 
ment is alive to the claims of these men. 

“Tt is, perhaps, not generally known that 
any farmer, whose holding is not already 
vested is entitled to.a grant or loan from the 
Land Commission for the. reconstruction of 
his house.

A BY-ELECTION IN CUMBER.- 


LAND. 

As the result of the death of Baroness 
Strathcona and Mount Royal, in London on 
Wednesday, an election will take place in the 
Northern Division of Cumberland. Her 
son, the Hon. Donald Stirling Howard, has 
represented the division as a Conservative 
since 1922, and his succession to the title will 
create a vacancy in the House of Commons, 
At the last General Election he polled more 
than the combined votes of the Liberal and 
the Socialist who opposed him. 


Lady Strathcona was a peeress in her own 


right, and one of the wealthiest women in 
the world. She succeeded her father, the 
first Lord Strathcona, one of the makers of 
modern Canada, by special remainder, in 
1914, and, as his only child, inherited from 
him the bulk of his fortune of five and a half 
millions. Her husband, Mr. Robert J. Bliss 
Howard, died in 1921. He was a doctor, 
ani the son of a doctor in Montreal. 

Lady Strathcona’s benefactions were many 
and generous. Four years ago, for in- 
stance, she gave a cheque for £100,000 in an 
el-venth-hour attempt to save McGrigor’s 
Bank from ruin. ‘‘I did it with my eyes 
open,” Lady Strathcona said in an interview, 
““because Sir James McGrigor was an old 
friend,’’ munificent gift, however, 
merely postponed the crash. 

One reason for this romantic gesture of 
friendslup is that when the late Lord 
Strathcona set out for Canada as Donald 
Smith, a humble Scottish youth, it, was Sir 
Charles. McGrigor. the founder of the bank, 
who ‘apace possible the journey, which 
ended in fame and fortune. ....

Too Many Cooks. 

“For forms of government let fools 
contest,’’ says Pope; but recent history 
shows that they have some importance. 
When we give the fullest weight to the 
poet’s further dictum that “ Whate’er is 
best administered is best” the fact 
remains that, in the world of the 
twentieth century, complicated forms of 
government offer a standing invitation to 
trouble. The invitation becomes especially 
urgent when two or more countries are 
concerned in a task of government; for 
then international jealousies are added 
to domestic problems, Tangier, which, 
even since we discussed its position on 
Wednesday, has developed new aspects of 
In 1912, by 
agreement between France and Spain, it 
came under a system of international 


control; and this system was confirmed |. 


and amplified by the convention which 
Spain formulated with France and Great 
Britain in 1923. Thereupon international 
jealousy was quick to reveal itself. Italy 
was not consulted about the 1923 conven- 
tion, and Signor Mussolini soon advanced 
her claim for a larger part in the ad- 
ministration of Tangier. Now Spain 
declares that the whole system of inter- 
national control ought to be abolished 
and that the Tangier zone ought to be 
included in her own Moroccan Pro- 
tectorate. The demand coincides signi- 
ficantly with the Treaty of Friendship 
and Conciliation. between Spain and Italy. 
Significant also, in view of Signor 
Mussolini’s imperious temperament, is 
Italy’s calm reception of the Spanish 
pretensions to Tangier. 

In the meanwhile the internal situa- 
tion at Tangier is keeping a host of 
consular officials awake at night. <A 
difficult problem is created for the 
guardians of law and order when they 
are assailed at the same time with the 
very latest weapons of Europe’s democratic 
unrest and the most ancient weapons in 
the armoury of Oriental intrigue. The 
European population of Tangier, which 
holds a substantial element of Com- 
munism, is resorting to strikes and street 
disturbances, and repeated strikes have 
done much injury to commerce. A demand 
for an eight hours’ day has been the 
excuse for the latest strike, in which the 
European Workers’ Syndicate is inviting 
Moslem co-operation: in Tangier, at any 
rate, it does not seem to be true that 
“East is East and West is West, and 
never the two shall meet.” The Moslem 
residents also are making trouble on 
their own account, declaring that certam 
regulations are an offence to their faith. 
On Wedngsday the Correspondent of The 
Times reported that a thousand men of 
the Fahs tribe were preparing to support 
the Moslem malcontents in Tangier and 
that, while “no immediate crisis was ex- 
pected,’’ the International Committee of 
Control was engaged in anxious con- 
ferences. The local troubles are aggra- 
vated by the badness of trade, which, 
indeed, is one of the Marquis de Estella’s 
arguments for the cession of Tangier to 
Spain. He says that trade cannot improve 
so long as the port and its territory are 
severed artificially from their natural 
hinterland, though, as The Times reminds 


him, it was Spain herself who established 


a Customs barrier on the inland’ border. 
Geographically, Tangier and Morocco are 
remote from Londonderry and. Donegal, 
but, economically, they seem to have 
some things in common. 

In the light of this local situation the 
Spanish claim to Tangier is cleverly timed 


and may not be ignored by the European 


Powers. None of them has hastened to 
reject it; and a statement from London 
which appears to be semi-official says 
cautiously that a demand so radical 


} must be the subject of international. dis- 


cussions. Of course, no change in the 


Tribunals are unpopular, and matters 


are not likely to improve so long as Spain 
and, as is probable, Italy—two of the 
governing factors—are disposed to make 
capital out of the failure of the present 
régime. Moreover, Spain’s demand for 
an undivided control of Tangier is sup- 
ported by her successful management of 
her Moroccan zone, where she is estab- 
lishing excellent terms with the tribes.

Markets for Connaught. 


Mr, Ernest Blythe, Free State Minister 
for Finance, attended a meeting of the 
Connemara Pony Breeders’ Society in 
Galway, and spoke encouraging words to 
those who are striving to build up the 
industries of the West. The merits of 
the native ponies of Connaught have been 
late to receive recognition, ‘and the breed 
has been permitted to run far towards 
extinction. A change has come about, 
and to-day the Society which is seeking 
to improve the strain and its market can 
promise to the country folk who undertake 
to rear foals a satisfactory profit. The 
salvation of the Connemara pony is but 
one example of possibilities in the 
economic improvement of the congested 
districts. In the Irish Trade Journal an 
account is given of the excellent work 
that has been done all along the Western 
seaboard by the Congested Districts Board 
and its successor, the Free State Depart- 
ment of Fisheries, in fostering such in- 
dustries as carpet-making, shirt-making, 
crochet and other kinds of lace-making, 
embroidery, spinning and weaving. In 
West Mayo between 3,000 and 4,000 
skilled crochet-workers have been kept 
busy. Of late the chief market for Irish 
lace—the United States—has shrunk, 
owing to a heavy tariff and competition 
by Asiatic countries, which produce in- 
ferior fabrics by cheap labour. The large 
market found in England for crochet 
“‘jumpers’’ of artificial silk has been lost 
owing to the English Budget of 1925, 
which imposed stiff duties on goods made 
of this material. In woollen products, 
however, steady success has been enjoyed, 
and, in the poorest districts of Connemara, 
girls are knitting gloves for the London 
trade and. golf{-coats, costumes, “ pull- 
overs,” and children’s clothes for both the 
home and the export trade. Homespuns 
continue to meet a good demand, and in 
Donegal there are over 500 cottage looms 
fed by over 5,000 spinning wheels.. In 
Galway a toy factory employs over fifty 
workers, making swing-horses, “ scooters,” 
and toy motor-cars and railway engines, 
chiefly for export. As we read these facts, 
we are impelled to ask how it happens 
that we so seldom see these products of 
Western industry offered for sale or 
bought in the home market. If:Irish con- 
sumers purchased the goods that America 
and England have barred out by tariffs, 
they would provide an ample market. We 
hear that Connemara workmen in the 
American cities recently discovered that 
their homely, but strong and comfortable, 
““bawneens '” were admirable garments for 
use in the New World as well as in the 
Old, whereupon a little export trade 
sprang into being. Why do not workmen 
throughout Ireland make similar use of 
their country’s produce? A Dublin tailor 
stated - recently that: to-day, as before 
the war, he sends ten sports’ garments of 
homespun to discriminating purchasers in 
France for one sold at home. We believe 
that the blame does not lie wholly with 
Irish consumers that Irish produce is 
despised in one land cnly—the land of its 
production. -Too often the producers, who 
know that. inferior goods will be rejected 
in the ‘foreign market, ‘‘unload’’ them 
on Dublin. To this may be attributed the 
fact that a certain variety of hand-knitted 
articles, offered in Dublin, reached such 
a pitch of debased quality that purchasers 
refused to buy Irish garments of the sort, 
and shops refused to stock them, whether 
good or bad, 


“Dry ” Literature. 


An officer of the New York Customs has 
delivered a tentative ruling debarring from 
the United States a London magazine 
which contains an advertisement of a 
certain cherry brandy. The Volstead law 
declares that it is illegal to advertise 
alcoholic beverages in the United States by 
any means, and the sole stated exception 
applied to foreign newspapers posted to 
America. If the ruling is upheld, no 
foreign magazines containing advertise- 
ments of liquor will be allowed to pass 
the Statue of Liberty in New York 
Harbour. Not merely are the freemen of 
America forbidden to taste wine that 
maketh glad the heart of man, but they 
will not be allowed. even to contemplate 
its. praises. To be consistent, American 
law will need to suppress literature as 
well as advertising matter wherein the 
pleasures of wine are described. A ‘‘ dry’’ 
literature, however, will be a thin 
literature. There are few great writers in 
English who will not come under the ban; 
for there are few who have not lavished 
fine art fpon the merits of good fare. The 
Pickwick Club’s adventures have ale or 
punch in every chapter; all Scott’s heroes 
are stout trenchermen and lovers of a 
brimming flagon; and Shakespeare never 
was more truly Shakespeare than when 
he asked—as if in challenge to America— 
“ Dost thou think, because thou art 
virtuous, there shall be no more cakes

when Fréjus was Forum Julii, the Roman 
games were held, gladiators strove, and the 
excited mob cried ‘‘ habet’’ as the victims 
of their holiday fell in the encrimsoned 
sand. Visitors to.the Riviera frequent the 
spot to admire the architecture which has 
outlived empires, like the great Coliseum 
itself, a relic of Rome’s might and a 
memorial of the brutal vein in the Roman 
genius. The Cannes Correspondent of 
The Times reports that a bull-fight is 
announced to take place next Sunday at 
this ancient site. British visitors have 
read the announcements with surprise 
and indignation. Protests have been made 
against the official support given to the 
proposal by the Comité des Fétes, and 
many holiday-makers have declared their 
intention to leave the district. Not since 
the last century has -bull-fighting been 
seen on the Riviera, and it is earnestly to 
be hoped that next. Sunday’s arrangements 
even now will be cancelled. If the. bull- 
fight is held in accordance with the pro- 
gramme, six four-year-old bulls will be 
slaughtered. The savagery of the spectacle 
will be increased by the use of horses, 
although in Spain, the home of this ugly 
entertainment, the use of horses recently 
has been abandoned as entailing a height 
of cruelty beyond even the trained endur- 
ance of. a Spanish mob. Attempts to 
populgrise bull-fighting in France during 
recent years were resented by French 
public opinion. It wills be surprising if 
Sunday’s indulgence does not lead to the 
explicit and final prohibition on French 
soil of this debasing form of sport.

LORD BURGH. 

Lord Burgh, the scventh Baron, died on 
Wednesday night at Berse Lodge, Aberdeen- 
shire, where Se had been staying. Lord 
Burgh was 60 years of age. “In 1912 he 
proved his claim as senior co-heir to the 
ancient Baronies of Burgh and Cobham, and 
in 1916 he proved his claim to the ancient 
Bareny of Strathbogie,. as senior co-heir. 
Before he assumed these titles he was known 
as Lt.-Colonel Alexander Henry Leith. 

Lord Burgh was the eldest, son of the late 
General R. W. Disney Leith, C.B., of Glen- 
kindle and Westhall, Aberdeenshire. A 
Justice of the Peace and a Deputy Lieutenant 
for Aberdeenshire and the Isle of Wight, 
Lord Burgh: had commanded the third 
battalion Gordon Highlanders, and com- 
manded the Aberdeen garrison and coast 
defences during the Great War. He served 
in the Soudan campaigns of 1888 and 1889. 


DR. DAVID EDGAR FLINN. 


We regret to announce that Dr. David 
Edgar Fin, F.,R.C.S.L, died at his res- 
dence, Kingstown, County Dublin, on Wed- 
nesday, aged 76 years. 

The eldest son of the late David Edgar 
Flinn, of Buenos Ayres, Dr. Flinn was 
educated at Clongowes College, the Royal 
College of Surgeons, Ireland, and the Uni- 
versity of Dublin, He served in the Volunteer 
and ‘Territorial Forces and in the Army 
Medical Reserve, and in 1904 retired with 
the rank of Colonel. 

Dr. Flinn was a Fellow of the Royal 
Sanitary Institute, London. From 1896 to 
191G he was Medical Inspector of the Local 
Government Board, Ireland, and afterwards 
he held the posts of His Majesty's Chief 
Inspector of Reformatory and - Industrial 
Schools, and of Medical Member of the 
General Prisons Board, Ireland. Dr. Flinn 
gave valuable service as a member of the 
Viceregal Commission on the health of 
Belfast, and as a member of the committee 
of inquiry into the causes of typhoid. fever 
in Dublin in 1895. He was President of the 
State Medical Section of the Royal Academy 
of Medicine, Ireland, and in 1894 and 1895 
editor of the Health Record, He had been 
a member uf the. Council of the Royal College 
of Surgeons, Ireland, and was Examiner in 
Hygiene and Public Health for the Royal 
Colieges of Physicians and Surgeons, Ireland. 

Among Dr. Flinn’s published works were: 
“Our Dress and Our Food in Relation to 
Health,” “ Ireland: its Health Resorts and 
Watering Places;’’ “The Public Cleansing 
of Towns,” “ Recent. Developments in State 
Medicine,” (1894); ‘‘Wintering Stations in 
Ireland,” “Administration of Public Health 
Acts in Ireland, ' etc. 


MR. JOHN PIERCE. 

Much regret has been caused in Wexford 
by the news that Mr. Jonn Pierce, head and 
managing director of Messrs. Philip Pierce 
and Co., Ltd., has died in Paris, where he 
was spending a holiday. Mr. Pierce was a 
brother of the late Mr. Philip Pierce, founder 
of thé well-known cngineering firm, and of 
his successor, the late Mr. Martin Pierce.

An official statement issued by. the Miners’ 
Executive says that, “after Mr. Herbert 
Smith had .set forth the men’s case, Mr. 
Evan Williams made it perfectly clear that it 
would be useless to proceed whilst there was 
such great diversity of views.”’ 

“ We have. no alternative, therefore,” the 
statement adds, “ except to urge upon all our 
members the necessity for stiffening their 
resistance to thé owners’ terms, which, if 
accepted, would mean abject poverty. No 
further negotiation with the coal-owners. is 
possible. They have refused to negotiate 
nationally with us.” 

The -result of the meeting was conveyed 
to the Prime. Minister at No. 10 Downing 
street.. Shortly afterwards he had a _ pro- 
longed conference with Sir Horace Wilson, 
Permanent Secretary of the Ministry of 
Labour, and Mr. Tom Jones, Assistant 
Secretary of the Cabinet, who has been 
closely concerned with the coal situation. 

The Press Association understands that it 
is not the Government’s intention to inter- 
vene in the dispute unless a definite request 
is made by the parties that they should do so. 

Sir*Arthur Steel-Maitland, it. is gathered, 
has heen delegated to act for the Govern- 
ment in any situation that may arise, and he 
will be ‘‘ on. duty ” throughout the Parlia- 
mentary recess. If the situation has. not 
changed by then, there may be developments 
when the House of Commons re-assembles on 
August 30 to confirm the Emergency Regula- 
Lions, 

The breakdown of the meeting caused little 
surprise in political circles, but there was 
general regret that it had not been found 
possible to re-open negotiations on a definite 
peace plan.

It. was an hour. and a half before a rescue 
train arrived -on:the scene, although. the town 
of Lehrte is only three miles away, Most of 
the injured, including a Londoner, whose 
name: is. given as Read, and who is. stated 
to be seriously hurt, were taken to the Bruns- 
wick Hospital.

M. POINCARE'S STAND 
AGAINST CREDITS.

The 
rate for sterling started at 169.85. 

As there is no other reason apparent for 
the sudden reaction against the decline of the 
past fortnight, it is natural to conclude that 
the rise is artificial, and is due to purchases 
of francs by the Bank of France. The rise 
has produced a slight reaction against the 
current scepticism as to the Government’s 
ability to earry out a successful policy of 
currency reform without: foreign credits. We 
shall see during the next few weeks how far 
the resources at the disposal of the Bank of 
Trance will suffice for the purpose. 


CONVINCING THE EXPERTS.

MINISTER'S ADVICE 


TO COUNCILS. 


The damage to roads caused by heavy 
steel-tyred vehicles is the subject of a circular 
issued in London yesterday by the Minister 
of Transport to all highway authorities in 
Great Britain. 

The Minister of Transport states that com- 
plaints are frequently made to him by high- 
way authorities and road users regarding the 
damage caused to. road surfaces by the 
passage of ssteel-tyred traction engines, 
especially those the wheels of which are fitted 
with strakes, These complaints come from all 
parts of the country, and arg most common 
during the early summer months, when 
carriage-ways have recently been treated with 
tar or bituminous dressings.

the cost of making good the damage amount- 
ing collectively to many thousands of pounds. 

Although highway authorities generally are 
subjected to so much annoyance and expense 
from this cause, the circular states that there 
are still a few cases where highway authori- 
ties themselves own steel-tyred tractors, 
traction engines and wagons. At least one 
important County Council, however, has 
recently decided, in view of the damage 
which they cause, to discard the whole of 
their fleet of this type of vehicle.

BISHOPS’ NOTE TO

REVISION OF RELIGIOUS

NEW YORK, Thursday. 
After deliberations, which continued for 
a week, 37 Mexican archbishops and 
bishops yesterday sent a petition to Presi- 
dent Calles, signed by Monsignor Moray 
del Rio, Archbishop of Mexico, and Mon- 
signor Pascual Diaz, Bishop of Tabasco, 
pleading for an adjustment of the conflict 
“between Church and State. 


NOT A REBELLION. 


The Episcopate repudiates President Calles’ 
charges that the suspension of religious service 
was a rebellion, as citizens have the right 
“to suspend the exercise of their profession 
when they conscientiously believe that legal 
a og ni are contrary to their beliefs.’ 

he Episcopate points out that the con- 
stituent religious provisions have hitherto 
been in abeyance, and cite the late President 
Carranza as being personally convinced that, 
“ these articles violated the liberties to which 


Mexican Catholics are entitled as citizens.’ 


REFORMS REQUESTED, 


The Hierarchy then ask President Calles 
effectively to reform these Articles, as well 
as the penal regulations basing the reform on 
the principle of a sincere separation of Church 
and State, under which “the State will not 
dictate laws proscribing any religion. or 
legislate in regard to religious affairs, such 
as the number of Ministers, or conditions as 
to the: exercise of the Ministry.”’ : 

They add—‘* We request that we, as 
Christians and citizens of a civilised nation 
and as men, have the right of liberty of 
conscience, thought, creed, education, teach- 
ing, association and Press.”’ 


THE BOYCOTT. 


The petition, which does not indicate any 
change in the Hierarchy’s attitnde, is rein- 
forced by an open letter from the Chambers 
of Commerce Federation, which urges Presi- 
dent Calles to revise the religious laws, 
asserting that the present boycott is affecting 
business in all parts of the republic, and 
suggesting that the laws should be suspended 
pending a study of the whole situation bv 
Congress, Thus far the Government has not 
indicated any intention to change its attitude. 


PRIESTS REPORTED KILLED. 

Reports are current that two priests have 
been killed at Tepaleingo, in the State of 
Guerrera. 

More than 3,000 claims from United States 
citizens for damages sustained during the 
revolutionary movements preceding the Calles 
régime, have been filed with the Claims Com- 
mission. The total is unofficially stated te 
amount to about $300,000,000 (£60,000,000). 

The United States Secretary of State to-day 
denied the rumours that Mr. Sheffield, the 
Ambassador, intended to resign, and deplored 
the embarrassment caused to the foreign 
relations of the country through speculations 
in regard to official relations with the State 
Department.

RAIDER JUMPS THROUGH 
‘WINDOW. 


As the result of a telephone message re- 
ceived at Canal street Barracks, Newry, last 
Wednesday, that suspicious characters were 
loitering about Sandys street Presbyterian 
Church Manse, on the Downshire road, the 
occupants of which, the Rev. Dr. W. G.

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STORY CORK INQUEST 
DISCLOSED. 


At an inquest in Cork yesterday into the 
circumstances of the death of Denis 
O'Riordan, Friar’s Walk, Cork, who was 
found unconscious in the street, bruised all 
over, it was stated that when taken to 
hospital by Civic Guards he recovered con- 
sciousness and became so noisy that he had 
to be restrained by medical students and 
ultimately handed back to the Guards. Next 
day he was removed to the District Hospital, 
where he died, and a post-mortem examina- 
tion revealed laceration and compression of 
the brain. 

Dr. Donovan, who gave evidence of the 
post-mortem examination, was asked by the 
Coroner whether he thought that the action 
in putting the deceased man out of the South 
Infirmary was justified. 

He replied that the query raised the ques- 
tion of differentiation between intoxication 
and injury of the brain, a point which often 
led the best into a mistake, A house surgeon, 
he thought, had to use his own judgment in 
the interests of the hospital, and it happened 
in more places than Cork that a man’s judg- 
ment might be wrong. 

.Dr. O'Callaghan, house surgeon, South 
Infirmary, said that on the deceased man’s 
admission he made an examination in the 
presence of three medical students. The man 
appeared to be deeply intoxicated and smelt 
strongly of alcohol. On looking at his face 
he saw a slight bruise at the angle of his left 
jaw. He closed both eyes to do the test for 
drunkenness, and could see no mark on his 
evelid. His eyes reacted normally to the test. 
He showed no sign of any head injury. Not- 
withstanding that, the witness ran his fingers 
over the base of the skull on the outside and 
on the forehead, and found no _ external 
fracture. 

About twenty minutes after being put to 
bed O'Riordan began to sing, and later 
became violent. There were a number of bad 
cases in the ward, and two collapsed. After 
several complaints the witness got the Guards 
to remove the d man. 

Further evidence was given that when the 
deceased man was admitted to the District 
Hospital he was unconscious. 

The jury returned a verdict of ‘‘ death from 
laceration and compression of the brain due 
to hemorrhage caused by being knocked down 
by an unknown man, - and added a rider that 
better provision should be made, both by the 
Civic Guards and the South Infirmary, for 
dealing with such cases. 

At a Special Court later, Stephen Sullivan 
and Walter Aylward were charged with the 
killing of Denis O’Riordan, an alternative 
charge against Aylward being that of aiding 
and abetting the killing of O'Riordan. Both 
men were remanded in custody.

A SWEEPING PROGRAMME. 

Writing on the subject, ' is Peace Pos- 
sible? ” in The Miner, the organ of the 
Miners’.

SIR BASIL BLACKETT’S STATE. 
MENT. 


S/MLA, August 19. 

In the Legislative Assembly to-day, Sir 
Basil Blackett, Finance Member, spoke on the 
resolution for the discussion of the Taxation 
Enquiry Committee’s report, and outlined the 
scheme of federal finance, Sir Basil said that 
the reforms had revolutionised the financial 
relations between the Central and Provincial 
Governments. There was supreme need of 
such a system of federal finance as would 
ensure to the central and ‘provicnial and 
local authorities clearly defined fields for tax- 
ation, thus eliminating chances of friction 
through overlapping. The Meston settlement 
would give them a starting point. 

The Central Government must keep for 
itself the proceeds from the Customs, income 
and salt taxes. The provinces, however, ought 
to share in the proceeds of the income tax on 
a definite basis. The local Gvernments had 
begn addressed on the subject, and an agree- 
ment regarding a new financial arangement 
could be reached. The Meston settlement 
would not, however, end until the provincial 
contributions were entirely extinguished. 

The policy of the Government, therefore, 
was first to extinguish those contributions, 
and then to undertake some reduction which 
would bring down the proportion of indirect 
central taxation to the whole taxation, keep- 
ing a margin for emergencies, on the one 
hand, and, on the other, relieving the central 
taxpayer, so that. in his capacity of provincial 
taxpayer, he might be able to bear any burden 
which the provinces, in pursuit of the policy 


.of development, might :impose on him. The 


provinces would thus be left with a clearly 
defined field in which to develop. 

The Diwan .Rangachariar then moved the 
adjournment of the debate #ine die: 

"Mr. K. C. Roy said that in his view Sir 
Basil Blackett had made a notable’ pro- 
nouncement in outlining his scheme of federal 
finance, but the House should have time before 
giving its verdict on the scheme.

TURF VERSUS. COAL. 


—- -@----— 


SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT ON 
STEAM ROLLERS. 


As a result of the British coal strike, and 
the consequent difficulty of procuring normal 
supplies in the West of Ireland, the Galway 
County Surveyors have made the discovery 
that turf can be-used in the steam-rolling 
plant with success, and that 8s. 4d. per day ' 
can be saved by burning turf: on a single 
steam -roller. 

There are over 3,000 miles of main roads 
to be maintained in County Galway. of 
these, there’ are 1,229 miles in the West 
Riding, of which 96 miles, exclusive of roads 
in urban areas, are stezm-rolled. In the East 
Riding there, are 1,324 miles. of roads, of 
which over 40 are steam-rolled. 

Galway County Council employs 27 engines 
of all types on road maintenance. Of these, 
five are. tractors, eleven rollers and eleven 
crushers. 

In an experiment it was found that a 
‘| @eel “ of turf (a local crate or art load), 
costing £1, lasted for three full working days 
on a steam-roller, the cost thus working out 
al 6s. 8d. per day; against 5 ewt. of coal, 
the average working cost of which would be 
14s. a day. There are about 240 working 
days in the year, and, therefore, the savin 
on one roller alone in a ‘single year te 


It: should be pointed out, however; that 
there are certain wes of the year when it 
is virtnally impossible to procure turf; so 
that coal will then shave to- be. used: Further, 
turf was found impracticable on the tractors, 
and the crushing machines had to be staited 


up with coal.

FRIGHT. 
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PATIENT’S DASH FROM AN 
HOSPITAL. 


Much excitement was caused in the neigh- 
bourhood of the London Hospital yesterday 
when a man bolted from one of the wards, 
where he was being prepared to undergo an 
operation. 

Dashing from the building almost nude, 
and followed hot-foot by hospital students 
and doctors, the patient, as he passed some 
workmen, picked up a black mackintosh be- 
lovging to one of them, and, enveloping 
himself in it, ran swiftly through Oxford 
street and Sydney street into Rutland street. 
In this thoroughfare he turned into a shop. 
and, vauiting over a wall at the back, 
eventually hid himself in the kitchen of the 
premises in Sydney square. 

Hospital porters were called in and the 
fugitive was taken back to the institution in 
a motor ambulance. He was in an ex- 
hausted condition, and was at once medically 


treated.
